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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-1 3 and 20, drawn to indirect assay method for analyzing cell 
sample for analytes, classified in class 435, subclass 7.2, for example. 

II. Claims 14-19, drawn to direct assay method for analyzing cell sample for 
analytes, classified in class 436, subclass 517, for example. 

III. Claims 21-28, drawn to kit, classified in class 422, subclass 61 , for 
example. 

IV. Claims 29-34, drawn to kit, classified in class 422, subclass 61 , for 
example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are directed to related methods. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.050). the instant case, Groups I and II 
are related distinct inventions which are mutually exclusive; are not obvious variants of 
each other, and have materially different design, function, and effect in that Invention I 
analyzes for cell surface-bound or intracellular bound analytes by incubating a cell 
sample with a set of ligands to permit binding between the analytes and the ligands and 
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then contacting the mixture with a solid support having identical set of ligands bound 
thereto, and then comparing the amount of binding of the analyte to the set of ligands 
with the predetermined amount of ligand binding to the solid support; and Invention II 
analyzes for cell surface-bound or intracellular bound analytes by incubating a cell 
sample with a solid support having a set of different binding ligands bound onto defined 
positions on the solid support surface, wherein the binding ligands are specific for the 
cell surface-bound or intracellular bound analytes. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the kit of 
Invention III as claimed can be used in immunoaffinity chromatographic methods. 

Inventions I and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the kit of 
Invention IV as claimed can be used in protein binding kinetic studies. 

Inventions 11 and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
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different product or (2) tlie product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the kit of 
Invention III as claimed can be used in negative cell selection or cell enrichment 
methods. 

. Inventions II and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the kit of 
Invention IV as claimed can be used as control or standard composition for cellular 
bioactivity evaluation methods. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Furthermore, because the search 
required for each one of Groups I to IV is not required for the other of Groups I to IV, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Literature search for each of 
the products and methods is distinct since the structural requirements of each invention 
are different. While searches would be expected to overlap, there is no reason to 
expect the searches to be coextensive. 
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2. Applicant is advised that tfie reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.103(a)ofthe other invention. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an Inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
